18th, the Postmaster General 
reduced the Parcel C.O.D, fee on 
amounts up to and including $2.00 in 
value. from 15 cents to just 10 cents, 
Postal Censorship. The censorship 
of the mails undertaken since the 
eutbrenk of hostilities continues to be 
a maior war-work of the Department, 
a staff having been established...in 
Ottawa and in a total of 21 censor- 
ship, bureaux across Canada in this 
necessary work of national protection. 
At the central censorship bureau at 
Ottawa alone, it is estimated 250,- 
000 letters are sent monthly for ex- 
amination. 

Soldiers’ Mails... The work of the 
Canadian Army Postal Corps during 
1940 showed a continuous growth. 
This unit, recruited in 1939 from ex- 
ecutive officers of the Department, 
and trained personnel from Postal 
staffs throughout the country, is 
handling the mail for our forces, and 
is operating the Base Post Office, and 
other military post. offices in Cana- 
da.

non-arrival, in the main, was due to 
circumstances entirely beyond postal 
control rather than to any defect in 
the ‘service, i.e. faulty packing, in- 
sufficient addressing, enemy action, 
and im some cases to those who pro- 
mised to send parcels having neglec- 
ted to mail them. Hon. Mr. Mulock 
introduced a special system to safe- 
guard parcels of cigarettes and to- 
bacco mailed our soldiers.from to- 
bacco companies, whereby these 
firms. and *the Post Office Depart- 
ment co-operate in ensuring their 
safe transmission. Under the new 
errangements a Post Office official

At the annual meetings of the 
Manitoba Agronomists, the Plant

Bushels in a Bin 

Eight weeks ago we described a 
method for calculating the number 
of bushels in farm granaries or bins.

The correct factor is actually 0.78. 
We rounded off the figure deliber- 
ately, partly to simplify: calculation 
and partly because in wooden bins 
the bulging of the walls due to pres- 
sure of the grain will largely cancel 
the error involved in using the factor 
08. In round metal bins or wooden 
bins so well braced and tied that 
bulging is very slight, the factor 
0.78 should be used, -

RESULTS OF FERTILIZER 
WITH WHEAT AT MELFORT 


(Experimental Farm News) 

Tests of commercial fertilizers with 
wheat seeded on summerfallow have 
been conducted at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Melfort, Sask., 
for the past five years, states W. T. 
Burns, Agsistant in Field Crops. Sim- 
ilar tests have been carried on land 
which was cropped the previous year, 
during the past four years. These 
tests have been designed to compare 
Triple Super Phosphate with Am- 
monium Phosphate 11-48. Each fer- 
tilizer -is applied at three different 
rates. The rates are arranged so 
that an application of 21 pounds of 
Ammonium -Phosphate 11-48 con- 
tains approximately the samé¢ amount 
of phosphorous as 23 pounds of Tri- 
ple Super Phosphate, The results of 
this work should be of interest to 
farmers located in the Melfort area. 

Of greatest interest in this work is 
the increase in yield of the fertilized 
plots over the untreated plots. The 
following figures present the average | 
yield in bushels per acre for each 
‘treatment over the number of years 
the tests were conducted.

CREEP FEED THE LITTER 


(Experimental Farm News) 

Results at the Dominion. Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, Alberta, 
where hog raising is featured, have 
proven that grain fed to suckling 
pigs is beneficial. The extra feed 
produces pigs fthat-are up to five 
pounds heavier at weaning than are 
pigs allowed no additional feed. This 
‘supplementary feed results in less 
drain on the system of the sow, grea- 
ter uniformity within the litter and 
lessened mortality, says H. EB. Wil- 
son, on the staff at the Lacombe 
Station. : 

When about three weeks of age the 
young pigs will have learned to 
eat. At this time they should be 
fed easily digested feeds carrying 
a very low percentage of fibrous mat- 
ter. Oat hulls or coarse feed of any 
kind is detrimental to small pigs. Un- 
leas the hulls have been removed, or- 
dinary. oat chop contains too much 
fibre to be fed to very young pigs. 
They cannot digest the fibre in oat 
hulls. The hulls may be removed 
from oat chop either by sifting the 
chop through an ordinary screen-door 
wire screen, or through the use of a 


\fanning mill by adjusting the sieves 


and wind. The portion of the hull 
that remains is the very fine parti- 
cles which would rot be seriously 
detrimental to the young pigs. Shorts, 
because of its low fibre content, pa 
also a fecd of value in the ration of 
the young pig. Shorts and sifted or 
hilless oat chop are very palatable 
and nourishing feeds for young 

pigs. 

A ration which has been used with 
good success in the separate feeding 
of suckling pigs at Lacombe Station 
consists of equal parts of sifted. or 
hulless oat chop and shorts, supple- 
mented with sweet skimmilk or 
fresh buttermilk. If milk is not a- 
vailable five pounds of tankage should 
be thoroughly mixed in each 100 
pounds of ‘the meal ration fed. 

The separate feeding is accomp- 
lished by means of a “creep” or bar- 
rier which may be erected in a cor- | 
ner of the pen, leaving ‘an opening | 
of such size that the pigs can run in| 
and out while the sow is excluded. 


produced higher yields than those not 
fertilized. When it is cofisidered that 
it takes approximately one and one- 
quarter bushels of 8? cent wheat to 
pay for a 21 pound application of 
Ammonium Phosphate 11-48 or | 
‘pounds of Triple Super Phosphate, it 
seems that use of fertilizer on sum- 
merfallow is quite profitable. 

Examination of the ylelds from the 
different rates of application of each 
fertilizer shows only small differ- 
ences. It appears that the 46 and 42. 
pound rates of these fertijizers would | 
be very slightly more profitable than | 
the 23 and 21 pound rates. No ad. | 
vantage is gained by the heavier ap-| 
plication of 69 and 63 pounds per. 
acre. The Ammonium Phosphate 11-) 
48 has a slight advantage over Triple | 
Super Phosphate for use on summer: | 
fallow. 

Considering the results of the tests 
conducted on ploughed stubble land. 
we find that yield increases have) 
been obtained on all treatments ‘in| 
the average. However, these in-, 
creases have not been realized every 
year of the test, but on the average 
they have been more than sufficient

When suckling pigs are allowed ac- 
cess to extra feed before weaning, in 
a creep or alleyway separate from 
the mother sow, the usual shock or 
set-back at ‘this critical time is re- 
duced to a minimum. ‘This is good 
preparation for the weaning period. 

Creep feeding will induce nursing 
pigs to feed early. This is a very 
important consideration in connec- 
tion with the control of anaemia, for 
as soon as the little pigs begin to 
eat food from the trough, danger of
